Chief of the Choctaw Nation to the local Legisla- 
ture, convened in extraordinary session, to con - 
i-ider what course the Nation should pursue In 
view of the probable dissolution of the Union. 
While counseling the several Indian Nations to 
cast their lot with the Southern States, in the 
event of their secession, and to send delegates to 
a Sonthern Congress, the Chief advises the send- 
ing of commissioners to Waahlngton to confer with 
the President of the United States, and to look 
af er the security of their mou'ed investments. 
In conclusion he calls upon his countrymen to 
stand by their rights, and never to surrender them 
even though national annihilation should be the 
consequence of refusal to submit. The General 
Council responded ti the mesaage of their Chief 
by passing a series of resolutions recognizing it t 
be the duty and interest of the Choctaw Nation

Mr. Seward an in j lined htm 
shortly before eleven A. M., and taking a car 
ti.ijre. they nrocooded to the Executive Mansion, 
to call quietly on Pre-ldent Uuohanan. who was 
then in Cabinet council, the Cabinet having been 
called to meet to day at half-past nine. 

The same correspondent telegraphs also the fol- 
owios: 

I hear that Mr. Chase this morning; offered a 
proposition setting forth that it is inexpedient to 
proceed In Ihe consideration of the crave matters 
included in the Legislature of Virginia until all 
the States participate, and ample time has been 
afforded for deliberation, concluding with a reso- 
lution that the Convention adjourn to the Ith of 
April. An exciting debate is going on op to the 
present writing, and it is believed that it will lie 
ad -p'ed. If it is adopted, I am satisfied that it 
will lie after the withdrawal of some of the South 
ern members. To defer the settlement - itil after 
Lincoln's inauguration is the determination of the 
Republicans, and I may pay the almost entire 
bodv of Northern Commissioners. 

The plan adopted in t he Conference is to talk 
everything to dnath. The rule that was agreed 
to mi Thursday con'emplated just lifieen minutes 
speaking on any point that mi^ht be proposed — 
live tor the per>on introducing a proposition,five for 
reply by a member of the committee who reported 
the tluihrie plan, and live for a r< j inder; a vote 
was then to be taken. But yesterday the rule 
was not observed, and ten minutes has been giv- 
en to any person who desired to speak upon a mo- 
lion. The occa-ion has been improved, there be- 
ing nearlv as much disposition to speak aa exists 
in Congress. AU hope is fast dying out of a suc- 
cessful issue of the Conference. 

Mr. V.ih Wyik. of New Voik. whose assasina- 
tinn was attempted, has been ill all day, at times 
quite wandering in his mind. 

Raltimork, Saturday, Feb. _3. 

An intense excitement has existed here all day, 
because of the slight of Mr. Lincoln, who offended 
us by passing through our city several hours in 
advar.ee of his time previously arnounced. It is 
stated that be received a despatch from Washing- 
ton to come to that city immed ntely, and he, 
with a few of his friends, accordingly, took a 
special train and ramo on to this city, arriving 
here in time to take the earlv train for Washing- 
ton He was to have arrived here at two oclock. 

Various rumors are in circulation as to the cau«e 
of this change of the traveling programme, but it 
is generally lielieved here that it was cause! bv 
the apprehension of trouble in passing througn 
our streets, as it was given out that some of the 
most obnoxious persons had tzotten up the plan of 
his reception, who would have certainly lieen 
abused, if not attacked, if their plan hail been 
cart ied out. 

An immense crowd of the rough e'ement assem- 
bled at the depot, notwithstanding the despatches 
[.published, announcing his pas-age through to 
VVashington: and, bclieviog that it was a plan to 
hoax them, it is we'l for the peace and honor of 
our city that it has happened so. 

1 do not believe anv indignity would have been 
offered to Mr Lincoln, personally, but I am sat- 
iMied that his Committee of Reception would 
have been roughly handled.

The AlwUCAH Slave Trade. — The Augusta 
Cons' itutionalist, a journal in Georgia, thus dis- 
cusses tbe question of the African slave trade: 

The African slave trade question cannot lie ig- 
nored bv the Confederate Congress, and it has to 
be pronounced legal or illegal. There is no dodge 
to such a proposition. 

If Congress declares tbe slave trade legal, or 
does not forbid it, we then have it in a legitimate 
traffic in which anv citizen of the South may law- 
fully engage. It is the duty of tbe Government 
to protect its citizens in all their lawful callings, 
whether on land or sea. and in that particular 
trade we would have them to protect against the 
whole naval power of the civilized world. As 
then we have no navy or oceanic or trans-oceanic 
power — are not able to whip all the world, and 
have a plenty to do in regulating our domestic 
matters, is it not wise in Congress — at l>):iat till 
afto we got Sumter and Piikens — *o keep people 
cut of ditUcultie", piracy, banging, oic , hv telling 
them fur the present to be content with what 
slaves they have? 

Should the question ever arise in form worthy 
of extended notice, we will examine the effect tbe 
ro-opaning of 'ho trade would have apon our so- 
cial and political relations, in denorali/ing 
slavery and destroying the patriarchal character 
of the institution! but suffice it now to sav, that 
there could be no good reason for legalizing the 
traffic until we get some vacant territory which 
I we want to people with slaves. 

Tbe punishment of the trade should not be such 
I as to cast odium on the institution of slavery, but 
simply a mbdemassiiw.

Mr. Sprrttf, ta our readers will pcrhnps rec- 
ollect, was s raomber of the Bececlintf Ccnvcn 
tion of South Carolina, l>y *vlu<-h b-.xly he wa 
honored with thu appointment of Commimifn- 
cr to the State of Florida. lie it unq ic^iiou 
al>ly one. of the ablest as well as one of 
the most prunviKtit and trusted of the origi 
nitors of the. sconlinir movement. His righ 
t > sp-«k authoritatively of the true motive." 
iind aims of the movement cannot be fairly di» 
puted. What he says in this relation, lioevcv 
or, rests on a much higher basis than his own 
mere personal authority, or, indeed, that of 
anv other man. His testimony has the sanc- 
tion of "inexorable lopric." If the seceding 
movement doesn't mean what he says it docs 
It B without meaning. We conceive hit argu- 
ment to be rigorously logical, — unanswerable on 
the premises held in common by the partisans 
of secession. We, accordingly, present thear- 
gunient to the enlightened friends of the 
Union in the South as a masterly and conclu- 
sive reductio ad ubsurdvm. 

Noth'ug else perhaps ho* emanated from the 
prophets and expounders of secession so well 
ndapto i to b git in the minds of Christian pa- 
trons abhorrence of the movement or to deep- 
cu the abhorrence already begotten. 

The Stmi'atiiv and Counsel of our 
lixmsn Col'Sins. — The following passage 
concerning American aff tirs occurs in Queen 
Victoriu'» late speech from the throne: 

Saffcma fiftNMM havo arisen among the States 
Of tiM North American Union. It is impossible 
i t .id to Iodic without great concern upon any 
. • ■■ It which cm am ct the happiness and welfare 
of a ptople purely allied to mv subject* bydecent, 

.1 closely connected with them by the most in- 
timate aid fii.-ttdly relations. My heartfelt wish 
in that these ilifrVrencea may besusceiititile of sat- 
i-factorv adjustment. The interest which 1 take 
in the well being of the people of the United 
Stages cannot but be increased by the kind and 
c irdial reception given by them to the Prince of 
Walts duiing bis recent visit to the Continent of 
-\ oierica. 

In the debate which followed in the House 
of Lords, Lord Derby touched upon the same 
topic aa follows: 

It is impossible not to feel the deepest concern at 
the threatened disruption of that great Union, as 
it must effect the happiness and welfare of that 
country, 'ihere is no man in this country who 
would "not view with the deepest anxiety and re- 
gret the disruption of a community which, with- 
out cl liming perfection for its institutions, and 
certainly under various disadvantages, has yet 
procured for its people an amount of prosperity 
almost unparallch-d m the world, end an amount 
of personal freedom only inferior — and I think 
it la inferior — to that er joyed in this countrv. 
But it is impossible tolooka' that threatened dia- 
ruption — only possible to lie effected at the Host of 
the horrors of civil war — without looking also at 
the effects it would produce on the manufactures 
of this country. Its first effects, at all events, 
would be most di'aslrous to one branch cf our in- 
dustry. Unfortunately it does so happen — I trust 
it will not be long so — that wo have lieen almost 
exclusively dependent on the cotton of America. 
It will lie of the highest advantage if the threat- 
ened disruption should let,d tho-e who are most 
doeply interested — I do not think the Government 
can interfere with their Individual exertions — to 
turn their serious cousi V ation to the best means 
of averting the danger involved in a fiilure of 
the supply of cottrn from the United States by 
promoting an increased supplv from other sources, 
ouch a supplv can l>e had in many parts of the 
world, provided means be taken for encouraging 
its growth and import. 

So much for British synipathy, r which we 
hope is rone the less genuine because mingled 
with considerations of telf-intereat. Now for 
British counsel, which we may easily judgo on 
its own merit*. 

Lord Brougham has just published an essay 
on the British Constitution, in the excellent 
jtref i-e to which he thus lays down the princi- 
ple of progress in free countries generally: 

The history of our Constitution, in church and 
in Stat , is the history of compromise; ami it ra- 
il >u id< migh ily to the nalhnul power, for it re- 
cords the wisdom and the virtue of the communi- 
tv in all its portion*. The rival powers of the 
tVtvernment — the various interests of classes — 
the difT-rences of parties — all by their contentions 
have secured the rights of the people, and ensur- 
ed the good management of their affairs. But 
th« permanence of the structure through man_ 
conflicts is I he result of the wise and virtuous de 
termination of all — powers, classes, parties — tha 
mutuul opposition shall end in mutual concession 
to avert the risk of destruction. In England 
the fiercest conflicts have lei to moderate changes, 
for the im-isI part improvements, of the system 
In France, the struggles of party have general! 
ended in revolution. 

II '.-re of course ia no a'lusiou to our pnrticu 

lar troubles; but here below, in a letter ad 

dressed by his Lordship to the Birmingham 

Conference, i$ an allusion to our troubles, and 

a very earnest recommendation of the above 

mentioned principle as the true remedy for 

them:

Mr Df.ar Hill: I havo again to express i 
great regret at not beiug able to attend the con 
ference. You may well believe how deep an in 
terest I take in it. There want* some such thin 
to give o e comfort in these time*, wheu such un 
toward events are, it is to he feared, in progroes.

disunim in America, are naturally vppermost in 
o:it'$ mind at the present time. J/rtw uiurh it if 
to be wished thtit th*' extending partiva in both 
Italy awl America, wild tale a leaf OKI of our 
books, and Uarti the. wisdom as well as virtue 
i <'.'i promise and mutual emission.' Our Consti 
tutioo is the genuine result of this wisdom. I 
heirtirv wish success to the conference, and be 
lieve me, etc., BftOUGHAM 

This counsel is to the point in every respect

with it besides the authority of one of the ripest 

political philosophers and one of the most ardent 

lovers of civil liberty that the age has produced 

It ie counsel which every liepublican leader 

should blush to gainsay much more reject. It 

is counsel which we confidently believe the He 

publican masses will" joyfully adopt the moment 

they have a fair oppottunity. In the name o 

all that is right and prop r and decent, let 

fair opportunity be given to them.

SLAVE TRADK IN THE SI IITHERN CONUKESS. 

Hun. John Perkins, Delegate from I/misiana: 
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.-suili are ome of the mure obvious dffereneea in 
rm and COdSiitnttjen between these two societies 
which bad come into contact within the limi'a of 
the recent Union. And perhaps it is not the least 
r .-marital le, in this connection, that while the 
one, a shapeless, organless, mere mas* of social 
lenient* iu no definite relation to each other, is 
I ived and eulogized, and stands the ideal of the 
e, the other, comely and proportioned with la- 
bor and direction, mind and matter, in just rela- 
tion to each other, presenting analogy to the very 
best developments In animated nature, is con- 
demned and rcprohated. Even we ourselves have 
hardly vent ur«l toaffirm It — while the cock crows, 
ftc', are ready to deny it; and if it shall not 
petUh on the Cro-s of human judgment, it must 
he for the reason th it the Great Kterual has not 
purposed that still another agent of His will shall 
co^iie »o such excess of human ignominy. 

Such are the two forms of society which had 
come to Contest within the structure of the recent 
Union. And the contest for existence was inev 
i'able. Neither could concur in the requisition* 
•f the other; neither c nld expand within the 
forms of a single Government without encroach- 
ment ou the other. I.ike twin lolisters in a sin- 
gle shell, if such a thing were possible, the natu 
I expansion of the cue must be inconsistent 
with tho exi-tence of the other; or, like an eagle 
ard a lish, joined by an indissoluble bond, which 
for no reason ef its nroprie'v coutd set together, 
where the eagle could not -it 're the tluid suited to 
the fi-h and live, where the fi-h could not share 
the fluid suited to the bird and live, and where 
me must perish that the other may survive, 
less the unnatural union shall be severed — so 
these *oci"tiea could not, if they would, concur. 
Tho principle that race* are unequal, and that 
nmontr uneqtials it equality is right, would have 
lseen destructive to the form o pure democracy at 
he North. The principle that all men are equal 
and equally light would have lieen de«tructivo 
of slavery at the South. Each required the ele 
ment suited to it* social nature. Each must 
strive to make the Government expressive of its 
s.'cial nature. The na ural expansion of the one 
must become encroachment on the other, and 
the contest was inevitable. Seward and Lincoln, 
in theorv at least, whatever be their aim, are 
right. 1 realized iho fact and so declared the con- 
flict irrepressible years before either ventured to 
advance that proposition. Upon that declaration 
I have always acted, and the recent experience 
of my countrv ha» not induced me to question the 
correctness of tint first conception 

Nor is indignation at such leaders becoming the 
statesmon at the South. The tendency of social 
acion wa* against us. The speaker to lie heard 
must speak against slavery; the preacher, to re- 
tain his charge, must preach against slavery; the 
author, to he read, must write against slavery 
the cindidate. to attain office, must pledge him- 
self against shivery; the office-holder, to con 
tintie. must rederm the pledges of the candidate. 
They did not originate the policy, but they pan- 
derwl to it; tbey did not start the current, but 
they floated on it; and were as powerless as drift- 
wood to control i's course. The great tendency 
to social co tic - pre-existed; it was in tho heart of 
the Noith — it was in the very structure of North 
ern society. It was not a matter of choice but 
of necessity that such society should disaffirm a 
society in contradiction of it. It was not a mat- 
ter of choice but of necessity that it should ap 
prove of acts against it. In possession of power, 
it flowed to politic a] ac f ion on the South, as fluids 
flow to lower level*. The actaof individuals were 
unimportant. If I had possessed the power to 
change the mind of every Republican in Congress, 
I would no have been at the pains to do *o. They 
would hut have fallen before an indignant con 
stituency, and men would have been sent to their 
places whose minds could never change. Nor. 
fact, have tbey been without their use. As the 
conflict was irrepressible; a* they wero urged on 
by an inexorable power, it was important we 
should know it. Our own political leaders re 
fused to realize the fact. The zealots of tho 
North alone could force the recognition; and I 
am liound to own that Giddiogs, and Greeley, 
and Seward, and Lincoln, parasites as they are, 
panderers to popular tiste as they are, the instru- 
ment*, and the mere instrument"*, of aggression, 
have done more to rouse us to the vilification of 
our rights than the bravest and the best among 
us. 

Such, then, was the nature of this contest. It 
was inevitable. It was inaugurated with the gov 
ernment. It began at the beginning, and almost 
at the start the chances of the game were turned 
against us. If the foreign slave trade had never 
betn suppressed, stare *<>ci>/y must have triumphed. 
It extended to the limits of New England. 

I'ari passu wilh emigrants from Europe came 
slaves Pros) Africa Step hv step tho two in union 
marched upon the Wtst, and it is reasonably cor 
tain, had the means to further union been admit 
ted, that so thoy would have continued to inarch 
upon the West, that slave lalsir would have been 
cheaper than hireling labor, that, transcending 
agriculture, it won d have expanded to the arts; 
and that thus one homogenous form of labor and 
one homogeneous form of society, unquestioned 
by one single dreamer, and cherished at home and 
honored abroad, would have overspread the entire 
available surface of the late United States. Hut, 
the slave trade suppressed, democratic society ha* 
triumphed. The States of New York, New Jer 
sey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware found an at 
tractive matket for their slaves. Tbey found a 
cheaper paup-r lalior. to replace it; that pauper 
labor poured in from Europe; while it replaced 
the slave it increased the |Hiliticsl power of the 
Northern States. More than 5,(KKt,nO0 from 
abroad have lieen added to their number; that 
addition has enabled them to grasp and hold the 
government. That government, from the very 
necessities of their nature, thev are forced to use 
against us. Slavery was within its gra«p. and 
forced to the option of extinction in the Union, 
or of independence out. it vlares to strike, and it 
asserts it* claim to nationality and its right lo 
recognition among the leading social systems of 
the world. 

Such, then, being the nature of the contest, 
this Union has been disrupted in the effort of 
slave society to emancipate itself, and the mo- 
mentous qu-stioii now to be determined is, shall 
that effort I* successful? Thai the Republic 
the South shall sus'ain her independence, there is 
lit . le question. Tho form of our society is too 
pregnant of intellectual resources and military 
Str e ngt h to be subdued, if, in its products, it did 
not hold the bonds cf amity end peace upon all 
the leading nsti- as of the world. Hut in the in- 
depenttence of the S-tuth is there surely the emanci- 
pation of domestic slavery* That is greatly to lie 
douhted. Our property in sUves will be estab 
Ibhed. If it has stood in a government more 
than half of which has been pledged to it* de- 
struction, it will surely stnnd in a government 
every meml erof which will he pl--d^ed to its de- 
fence. But will it bo established as a normal ' 
stitution of society, and stand the sole exclusive 
social *y»tein of the South? That is tho impend 
ing ques'ioo, and the fact is yet to be recorded. 
That it will so stand somewhere at the Mouth I 
do not entertain the slightest question. It may 
he overlooked or disregarded now. It has been 
the i i'al agent of this great controversy. It has 
energizes! the arm of every man who acts a part 
in ihistfrea*. drama. We mav shrink from recog. 
nition of the fact; we mav decline to admit the 
soiitco of our authority; refuse to slavery an invi- 
tation to the table which she herself litis so boun- 
tifully spread; hut not f r that will it remain 
powet lass or uiihonored It may bo abandoned by 
Virirjiiia, Maryland, Missouri- South Carolina 
herself may refuse to espouse it. The hireling 
laborer from I he North and Europe may drive it 
from eur sealioard A* the South shall become 
the centre of her own trade, tho metropolis of her 
own commerce, the pauper population of the 
world will pour upon us. It may replica our 
sluves upon the .seat surd, as it has replaced them 
in the Northern Sta'es; but concentrabd in the 
States upon the Gulf it will make its stand, con- 
densed to tbe point at which the labor of the 
slave transcends the want* of agriculture, it will 
Ilow to other objects; it will lav It* giant gTasp 
upon still other departments of industrv; its every 
step will be exclusive; it will be unquestioned 
lord of each domain on which it enters. With 
that perfect economv of resources, that just ap- 
plication of power, that concentration of forces, 
that security of order which results to slavery 
from the permanent direction of it* best intelli- 
gence, there is no other form of human lalsir that 
can stand against it. and it will build itself a 
home and erect for itself, at some point within 
the present limits of the Southern States, a struc- 
ture of imperial power and grandeur — -a glorious 
Confederacy of S'ates that will stand aloft and 
se.-etie for ages amid the anarchy of democracies 
that will reel around it. 

Hut it moff be that to this end another reroluti/m 
may benecess iry. It is to be apprehended that 
this contest between democracy and slaverv is 
not yet over. It is certain that both forms of so- 
ciety exist within the limits of the Southern 
States; lioth are distinctly developed within the 
limit* of Virginia; and there, whether we perceive 
the f ict or not, the war already rages. In that 
State there are about o(lO,f(K) slaves to alwut 1, 
((00,000 whites; and, as at least as many glares as 
^masters are necessary to the constitution of slave 
society, about 500,000 of the white population are 
in legitimate rela'ion to the slaves, and the rest 
are in excess. Like an excess of alkali or acid in 
chemical experiment*, they are unfixed in the so- 
cial compound. Without legitimate connection 
with the slave, they are in competition wrh him 
They constitute not a part of slave «cciety, but a 
'h m cratic society. In ro far a* there ia this con- 
nect ion, the State is slave; in so far as there is not, 
it is democratic; and as States speak only from 
their social conditi'-n, as interests, not intellect, 
determine their political action, it is thus that 
Virginia has been undecided — that she does not 
trulv know whether she is of the North or South 
in this great movement. Her people are individ 
u..lly noble, br ve, and patriotic, and they will 
strike for the Sou'h in resistance to physical ag- 
gre°sion; but her political action Is, at present, 
paralyzed by this unnatural conts-st. and as causes 
of disintegration may continue — must continue, if 
the slave trade be not reopened — as there will still 
be a matket at the South for her slaves — as there 
will still be piuper labor from abroad to flupplv 
their places, antl more abundant from industi ial 
•li- l i t' at the North, and the ono rac , must 
increase a, the other is diminished — it is to be 
feared that there the riive mu-,t' ultimately fail, 
and that 'his great State must lose the institution,

The South is now in the formation of a Slave 
Republic. This, perhaps, is not admittel gener- 
ally. There are many contented to believe tbat 
the South as a geographical section is in more as- 
sertion of its independence; that it is instinct 
h no especial truth — pregnant of no distinct 
social nature: that for some unaccountable reason 
the two sections have becou.e oppiscd to each 
other; that, for reasons equally insufficient, there is 
disagreement between tbo people that direct 
them; and that from no overruling necessity, no 
impossibility of coexistence, hut as mere mat'er 
of policy, it has been considered best for the 
South to strike out for herself and estab! *h au 
independence of her own. Tbia, I fear, is an in- 
adequate conception of the controversy. 

7%t contest is not between the S'urth and South 
as geographical sectims, for between such sections 
merely there can be no contest; nor bettceen the. peo- 
ple of the North and the people of the South, for 
our relations have been pleasant, and on neutral 
grounds there is still nothing to estrango us We 
eat together, trade together, and practice yet, in 
intercou'se, with great resptct, the courtesies of 
common life. Bu' the real contest is between tho 
tw > forms of society, which have become estab - 
lisbed, the one at tbe North and the other at the 
South. Societv is essentially different from gov- 
ernment — a9 different as is the nut from tbe bur, 
or the nervous bodv of the shell fi-h from the 
bony structure which surrounds it; and within 
bis* Government two societies bad become devel- 
oped as variant in structure and distinct iu form 
as any two beings in animated nature. The one 
is a society composed of one race, tbe other of two 
races. The ono is bound together but bv the two 
great stxtial relations of husband and wife and pa- 
rent and child; the other by tho three relariot s of 
husband and wife, and parent and child, and m is- 
er and slave. The one embodies iu its political 
tructure the principle that equality is the right 
f mati, tho other tbat it is ihe right of eq nab 
tdy. The one emhodying the principle that 
quality is the right of man, expands upon the 
jrizontal plane of pure democracy; tho otbar, 
embodying tbe principle that it is not the right of 
man, but of equals only, has taken to itself tbe 
rounded form of a social aristocracy. In the one 
there is hireling lalior, in the other slave labor; 
n the one, therefore, in theory at least, labor is 
nluntary; in tho other involuntary; iu tha labor of 
he one there is the elective franchise, in the oth- 
er there is not; and, as labor is always in excess 
of direction, in the one the power of government 
is only with the lower classes; in the other tbo 
pper." In tbe one, therefore, the reins of govern- 
ment come from the heels, in the other from the 
head of tho society; in the one it is guided by t lie 
worst, in the other by the best intelligence; in the 
one it is from tbofe who havo the leant, in the 
other from those who have the greatest stake in 
the continuance of existing order. In the one 
the pauper laborer has tbe power to rise and appro- 
priate by law the goods protected by the State- 
when pressure comes, as come it must, there will 
be a motive to exert it — and thus the ship of 
State turns bottom upwards. In tho other there 
is no pauper labor with power of rising; the ship 
i f state has the ballaat of a disfranchised class: 



to be feared that even in this State, the purc t 
n it* sla ve condition, deni- cracy may gain a foot- 
hill, and that here alao the contest for existence 
mav lie waged between thein. 

/( thus appears that the contest ts not end d with 
a dissolution of the I'nion, and that the agents of 
that contest still ejrist within the limits of the 
Southern States. Tho causes that have contribu- 
ted to the defeat of slavery still occur; our fI ivea 
are still drawn off by higher prices to Iho West. 
There is still foreign pauper labor ready to sup- 
plv their place. Maryland. Virginia, Kentucky, 
Missouri, possibly Tennessee and North Carolina, 
may lose their slave*, as New Y'ork, Pennsylva- 
nia, and New Jet*«y nave done. In that condi- 
tion they must recommence 'he contest. — 
There is no avoiding the contest. The 
systems cannot mix; and thus it is that slavery, 
like the Thrarian horse returning from the field 
of victory, still heirs a master on his bark; and, 
baring achieved one vevalitt 'nm to escape democvacy 
at th' Xorth, it must still achieve another to e'eape 
it at the South. That it will ultimately triumph 
none can doubt. It icill become redeemed and 
vindicated, and the only question now to lie de- 
termined is, shall there be another revolution to 
that end? It is not necessary. Slaverv within 
the seceding States at least is now emancipated if 
men put forward as its agent* have the intrepidity 
to realize the fact and act upon it. It is free to 
choose it* constitution and its policy, and you and 
othors are now elect, d to tho high office of that 
determination. If you shall elect slavery avow 
it and affirm it; not as an existing fact, but as a 
living principle of social order, and assert its 
right, not to toleration only, but to extension and 
to political recognition among the nations of the 
earth. If, in short, you shall own slavery as tho 
source of your authority, and act for it, and 
erect, as vou are commissioned to erect, not on'v 
a Southern, but a Slave Republic, the work will 
he accomplised. Those States intending to ef|wuse 
and perpetuate the institution will enter vonr 
Confederacy; those that do not, will not. Your 
Republic will not require tbe pruning process of 
another revolution; but, poised upon its institu- 
tions, will move on to a career of greatness and 
of glory unapproacbed by any other naibn in the 
world. 

But if you shall not; if you shall corrmence by 
ignoring slavery, or shall lie content to edgo it ou 
by indirection; if you shall exhihit care but for a 
Republic, respect but fir a democracy; if you 
shall stipulate for the toleration of slavery as an 
existing evil by admitting assumptions to its pre- 
judice and restrictions to its power and pro,;ie-;«. 
vou reinaugurato the blunder of 1789; you will 
"combine Slates, whether ' true or not, to slavery; 
you will have no te?ts of faith; some will find it 
totheir interest to abandon it; slave lalair will be 
fettered; hireling tabor will bo free; your Gulfed 
eracv is again divided into antagonistic societie 1 ; 
the vrrepressibleconHict is again commenced; and 
as slavery can sustuin tbe structure of a stable 
government, and will sustain such structure, and 
as it will sustain no structure but its own, an- 
other revolution comes— hut whether in the order 
and propriety of this, is gravely to bo doubted 

Is it, then, in the jus: performance of your 
office, that you would imposea cons' itutiot al re- 
striction against the foreign slave trad.? Will 
vou nflirm slaverv by reprobating tho means i 
its formation? Will you extend slavery by intrc 
dueing the means to"its extinction? Will you 
declare to Virginia if she shall join, that under n 
circumstances shall she be at litierty to res oro 
tbe integrity of her slave condition? that her 
500,000 mastors without slaves shall continue? 
that the few slaves she has sht.ll be subject to tbe 
requisitions of the South and Wesi? that she 
phall still be subject to the incur ions of white 
laborers, without the slaves to neutralize thei 
social tendencie*? and thus, therefore, that sh« 
mast certainly submit to be abolitiouized, anl 
when so aholiiionized, that she must surely be 
tlnownoff, to take hor fortunes with tbe aboli 
tion States? Willyou say the same to Mary 
land, Kentucky, Missoui i, "North Carolina, aud 
Tennessee? Wiil you declare to tbe State ( 
South Carolina that", if the canker of democracy 
eats into ber towns and cities; if her lith or lands 
are exposed, her forms of culture are uimndonod, 
she must still submit to i ? To Texas, tbat ti 
her imperial domain no other slaves shall come 
than those she may extort from older State-; and 
that she must submit to he the waste sho i-. or else 
accept the kind of labor that must demoralize tl 
social nature of the State? Will you do this, and 
ve: «av that you erect slavery and alfinn It, and 
in your ministrations at its altar, own it as tt 
truo and only source of your authority ? Individ 
ually. I am sure you will not. 1 am too well as 
sured of vour intelligent perception of the que* 
tions at issu ■, and of your devotion to tho grea 
cause vou have espoused, lo entertain a dout 
upon th.it subject; but others may, and tint I 
may meet suggestions likely to arise, I will task 
your indulgence further. 

Then wbv adopt this measure? Is it that Vir 
ginia and the other Border States requ re it? 
They mav require it now, but is it certain tbev 
will continue to require it? Virginia anJ the res 
have never yet regarded sl.avory as a normal in 
solution of Society. Tbey have regauled theslavi 
as properly, but not slavery as a relation. They 
hsvo treated it as a prostttutvm, but have neve 
yet espoused it. Their men of intellect have i x 
hihiled enlightened views upon this subject, bu 
their politicians who have held the punlic ea 
have ever presented it as a thing of dollars, an 
to be fought for, if need be- but not to be cherish 
ed and perpotuatesl. And fe it certain tbat when 
better opiuions shall prevail; that when they Jul 
if they shall join, a Slave Republic, a Republic t 
perpetuate tbo institution, when there shall be 
loss inducement to sell their slaves, and the 
assurance that when they shall sell them tbey will 
fall under the rule of a democracy which must 
unfit them for association iu a blavo Confederac 

ihe people of these States mav not solicit an 

increase of slaves? And is it policy to preclude 
the possibility of sucn an increuse? But tdin 
the change may never come, yet against ail tin 
•evils lo resul' from the slave trade these State 
arc competent to protect themselves. The fjilu 
of the General Government toprecli de that trad 
by constitutional provision by no means preclud- 
them from such a prohibition. If they may neve 
want them, they may keep them out, withou 
the application of a procrusiean policy to all lb 
other States of the Confederacy. It may be sai 
that without ?uch general restriction the value 
their slaves will be diminished in the markets i 
the West. They have no right to ask ibat their 
slaves, or any other product-, sbull he protected 
to unnatural value in th" markets of the Wost 
If tbey persist in regarding tbe negro but as 
thlr^gof trade — a thing which they are too good 
to uso, but only can produce for others' use» — ind 
join the Confideracy, as l'enn ylvat ia or Massa 
chusetts might do, not to supps'rt tbe structure, 
but to profit by it, it were as well they should 
not join, and vie can find no interest iu such as 
sociation. 

Is it that the Cotton States themselves require 
it? If so, each for i self may adopt the protntii 
tion. Hut tbey do uot. The political leader

And tbey are mistaken, i 1 , from any refer 
ence to popular feeling, tbey inaugurate th» ac- 
tion now promised. The peojile of the Cotton 
States want labor; th*y know thai whi'es an>t 
slaves cannot work tt*/ether. They have ni 
thought of abandoning I heir shvesthat they niay 
get white labor; and tbey want slaves, therefore, 
«n<i they trill have them — from tbe Seaboard 
State*, if the slave trade be not opened, and the 
cinnot heartily embrace a policy which, while it 
will tend to degrade the Seaboard S ates to the 
condition of a democracy, tr/W compel them to pay 
double and treble prices for their labor.

democratic triumph. In Maryland. Missouri, 
Kentucky, and even Tenne*?ee and North Caro- 
lina, the same fact- exist, with chances of the tike 
MMUL 

And^venin this State [South Carolina'] the 
ultimate result is not determined. The clave 
c mdition here would seem to he established. 
There i* here au excess of one hundred and twi n- 
tv thousand fdavas, and here is f.irly exhibited 
the normal nature of the institution. The offi- 
cers of the State are, slave-owners, and the rep- 
rf»senta'ives of sl.ive-own«rM. In their puhlic 
acts they exhihi' the consciutisneKs of a superior 
por-ition. Without umnual individual ability, 
they exhihit the elevation of tone and composure 
of pulilic sentiment proper to a master class 
There is no anprjtl t" the mass, for there it* no 
mass to appeal to; there are no demitro^ues, for 
there j-i no populace to breed them; jud^f-s are not 
forced upou the stump; Governors are not dragged 
before the people; and when there is cause to act 
u|<on the fortunes of our raefall institution, there is 
perhaps an unusual readiness to meet it. The 
large majority of our people are in legitimate 
connexion with the btKitVrlofl — in legitimate 
dependence on the slave; and it were to be sup 
ported that here at least the a^stem of slave so- 
ciety would be permanent and pare. But even 
here the process of di-irregrat i »n has commenced. 
In our larger town** il just begins to be apparent. 
Within ten years piat as many as ten thousand 
slaves havo been drawn away from Charleston by 
the attractive prices of the West, and laborers 
from it".'! have come tr> take their places. These 
laborer-i have every disposition to work above the 
slave, and if there were o;.|»ortuuitv would be 
glad to do so; but without such opportunity they 
come to competition with him; t hey areXnecej^aa- 
rily re-idtive to the con'uet. Already there is the 
difpogition to exclude him; from tbe trades, from 
public works fr o— drays, and the tables of note.*, 
he is even n-jw excluded to a great extent. And 
whim enterprises at tho North are bn ken up; 
when nr ro laborers are thrown from employment; 
when they shall ccme in greater numbers' to tbe 
South they will Eti'l more iacreu^e the tendency 
to exclusion; they will question tbe right of mas- 
ters to employ their slaves in any works that they 
may wish for; the}' will invoke the aid of legisla- 
tion; they will use the elective franchise to that 
end; they may acquire the power to determine 
municipal election**; th-iy will inexorably use it; 
and thus this town of Charleston, at tne tcv 
heart of slavery, may l»ecome a fortress of denu- 
cratic power against it. As it is in Charleston, 
so also is il to a le** extent in the interior towns. 

Nor ia it only in the towns the tendency ap- 
pears. The slivea, from lighter land* within the 
State, have been arawn away for years for higher 
prices in the West. They are now being drawn 
away from rice culture. Thousands are sold from 
rice lields every year. None are brought to them. 
They have alreadv been dnwn from the culture 
of indigo and al f manufacturing employments. 
Thev aro yet retained by cotton and tho culture 
incident to cotton; but as almost everv negro 
offered in our markets is bid for by the West the 
drain is likely to continue. It is" probable that 
more abundant pauper labor may pour In, and it 



Is it that we debiso our groat movement by 
letting it down to the end of getting slaves? We 
do not prop »se to reopen the slav trade; we 
men I v projiose to take no action on the subject 
I truly thii.k we want more slaves. We w.m 
them to the proper cul.ivatiuti of our soil, to the 
just development of our resources, and to the 
proper constitution of society. Kven in this State 
I think we want them, of 18,^)0,000 acres 
land, lees than 4.000,000 are in cultivation. We 
have no seamen for our commerce, if we had i 
and no operatives for the arts; but it is not ft 
that I now oppose restrictions on the slave trade 
I oppose them from the wt-h to emancipate our 
institution. I regard the slave tl*sfe as tho Utt 
of its integrity. If that be riuht, then slavery is 
ri^ht, but not without; and I have l*ee i too clear 
Jn my perceptions of tiie claims of that grea' in 
stitution — too assured of the failure of antagotii- 
democracy, too convinced the one presents t* 
conditions of toefaJ order, too convinced the otln 
does Dot, and too convinced, then fore, that the 
one must stand while the oilier falls, to abate m 
efforts or pretermit the means by which it may be 
brought to recognition and establishment. 

Believing, then, that this is a test of slavery, 
and tha*. the institution catiuot be tight it" ^ h < 
trade he not, / rvyzro 1 the cimstitutistrutl prohihi 
tion as a grcit cnUim*ty. If thotrade.be oi ly 
wrong in policy, it would be enough to leiv<* i' 
exclusion to the several States t hat would feol the 
evils of that policy;. but it is only upou the sup 
position that It It wrong in principle, wrong radi- 
cally, and therefore never to be rendered pn j 
by any change of circumstar.ces wi.ich may muk-j 
it to our interest, that it is becoming in the Gen- 
eral Government to take organic action to arr.^t 
The action of tho Confederacy is, then, a declara- 
tion of that fact, and it were vain to sustain tho 
institution in the face of such admissions toils 
prejudice. 

It will be said that at the outset of our carefr 
it were wise to exhibit deference to the moral f-en 
timent of the world; the obliga'ion is as perfect 
to respect tho moral sentiment of the worldagaimt 
the institution. The world is ju*i as instant to 
assert that slaverv itself is wrong, and if we fore' 
go the slave trad,* in considerali m of the mnri.1 
fe<ling of the world, then whv not slavery al^o! 
It were madness now to blink the question. Wo 
aro entering at last upon a daring innovation upon 
the social constitutions o! the world. We are 
erecting a nationality upon a unLnof races, where 
other nations have but one. We cannot dodge 
the i*aue; we cannot disguise the issue; we cannot 
safely change our front in the face of a vigilant 
adrersary. Every attempt to do so, every refusal 
to assist ourselves, every intellectual or political 
eva»i 'n, is a point against u*. We may postpone 
the crisis by diguis<rs, but the s).*ve repu' lie 
must forego [tl nature and its destiny, or it must 
meet the issue, and onr aseertion of ourselves will 
not be easier for admissi* n made aLainst us. And 
is it not in fact fr m a sense of weakness that there 
is such admission? Is there a man who votes for 
this measure but from misgivings as to sla\>r , 
end as to the propriety of its ex ensioi ? There- 
fore is there not the feelin.f tha' the linger of scorn 
■rUI be pointed at him without; and is he v.lo 
doubts ihe institution, or he. who lias no higher 
standard of tbe right than what the world may 
say at tout it, the proper man to build the struc- 
ture of a slave Republic? The members of tha? 
Convention are elected to important posts in the 
grand diama of human hist or v. Such nppor'uni 
ty but seldom comes of moulding the destiny of 
men and nations. If they shall rise to tbe occa- 
sion, they shall realize their work and do it, they 
will leave a record that will never be effaced; I ut 
if they shall not — if they shall whiink from lit 
truth, for reason that it is unhonored; if ihiv

I hope you will pardon this comniunicatbr; it 
is too lone, but I lure not had liino to make it 
shorter. I hope al-n vnu will lind it cousi-lenl 
with your views to urge the policy I have en- 
deavored to advance. If the clavse be cairwl 
tnto the permanent Government, our whole move- 
ment is defeated. It will aboliticni/.e the Border 
Slave State* — it will brand our institutions. Slav- 
ery cannot share a government with dein cracy — 
it cannot bear a brand npen it; thence another rev- 
olution, ft may be painful, but we must make it. 
The Constitution cannot be changed withiut. 
The Bnrder States, discharged of slavery, will 
oppose it. Tbey are ta be included by the conces 
sion; thev will "im sufficient to defeat it. It is 
doubt fid if another movement trill be so peaceful ; 
but no matter, no power bnt the Convention can 
avert the necessity. The clause need not neces- 
sarily be carried into the permanent Government, 
•ut t fear it will be. The belief I hat it is agree- 
able to popular feeling will continue. The popu- 
lav miivl cannot now be worked up to the. task of 
dispelling the belief; the same men who have pre- 
pared the provisional will prepare the permanent 
Constitution; the same influences will affect them. 
It will be difficult to reverse their judgment in 
the Convention* of the several States. The effort 
will at least distract us, and so it is to be feared this 
fatal action may be consummated; but that it 
may not U tbe .nost earnest v ish I now can en- 
tertain.

Parost's Rf.stairast.— We tabledhoted at 
Pargny's yeetorday, and we may aa well, at the 
outset, anglicize the expressive word to suit this 
and all similar occasions, for it always galls us to 
use the Gallic, though the galliamliics of the 
priests of Cybele, when hymning praises for the 
fecundity of the earth, were recalled lo our minds 
as we enjoyed the bountiful bill of fare presented 
yesterday. Soup from macaroni which Genoa 
gave to the world in addition to her Columbus, 
the discoverer of another world; shad from the 
deep waters of the Potomac, fattened upon the 
"oyster fundum" of Gov.

It assart 
that after our city had procured the passage < f 
an act discontinuing the spring term of the Coun- 
ty Court, bo that Eastern merchants and traders 
could not get judgments against our citizens, they 
have "come down on the country merchants to 
the extremity of the law." It seems that the 
docket of the Daviess County Court, now in ses- 
sion, is unusually large, and the increase of ap- 
pearances is charged upon our good people. We 
are inclined to think that our good friend Ford 
haa worked himself needlessly into a passion, and 
perhaps like his ancestor of the town of Windso- 
with the merry wife immortalized by Shakspeare, 
he haa had his credulity played upon by those 
like Pistol and Nym, for purposes of their own. 
There may be aome cases of lxiuisville claima 
sued out in Daviess county, for there is a large 
trade between them, but Mr. Ford certainly will 
not charge that our people protected themselves 
by a "trick," and then turned Sbylock against 
their Owensboro customers. "Ford, perpend! " 



Import Dities at Nkw Ort.ea.ns. — Our read- 
em are aware of tho difficulties which bave em- 
barrassed the receipt of large consignments of 
crockery, glasa, and Bohemian ware coming 
through the port of New Orleana to S. Casseday 
& Son, of our city, one of the oldest and Iwst 
known firms in the Weet. There have been five 
arrivals of vessels in New Orleans, two from Bor- 
doaux, in France, and three from Liverpool, con- 
taining alxiut four hundred crates belonging to 
thia establishment, comprising a portion of their 
spring atock. Moat of these, under the arbitraiy 
decision o f the State of Louisiana, were transfer- 
red to Bonded Warehouses in New Orleans, thus 
entailing delay in transportation, which, but for 
the dullness of the times, might have been th 
cause of aerious lass, and adding of course to the 
expense upon them, while the State resolved 
have the question adjudicated between it and th 
Federal Government, as to the right or "the 
power coupled with the duty'' of Louisiani 
collect revenues belonging to the United 
States Government. We are gratified to learn 
that the authorities of Louisiana have taken wise 
counsel, and determined not to arrest th* tranai 
of goods in future, although there is no little of 
arrogauce in tboir determination to compel our 
citizens to give bond in two sureties by cit izens of 
their Stale, for the faithful fulfilment of their 
bonda previously executed to the United States, 
and thus subjecting our imports to the payment 
of a tax in addition to their former obligations; 
for bonds with securities given in New Orleans 
and certificates of delivery here, cannot lie obtain 
ed without extra charges in the shape of feos or 
commissions, we presume. Messrs. Casseday & 
Son, yesterday, received a letter from their 
New Orleans correspondent, from which we are 
permitted to make the following extract, which 
fully explains the mode of proceeding resolved 
upon for the present: 

Nkw Orleans, Feb. 20, 18G1 
It now gives us ploaaure to aay that all of your 
goods will go forward in Ixmd to enable you to pay 
duties to the Surveyor of your port; but to enabl 
this course we were comjielled to tjire bonds and 
two securities here that the goods would be deliv- 
ered on duties paid to the proper authorities in 
Louisville. On receipt of the packages you will 
please obtain the usual certificates from your Sur- 
veyor, which will enable ua to have our bond; 
cancelled here. 

Aa we now understand the subject, after an in- 
terview with the Collector and w ith the Attorney 
General of the State, it ia that l/>uisiaua cannot 
acknowledge bonda given to the Federal Govern 
ment, but there is no desire on the part of the 
State to detain the abipments; but for goods in 
transit the State requirea tmnd and security to be 
given by citizens of this State that the wares will 
go forward to their proper destination, and a cer- 
tificate will be required that this duty has been 
performed.

Fire in Danville. — We learn from the Tri- 
bune that the stable of Mr. John Jackson, in 
Danville, was destroyed by fire on Friday even- 
ing.

— Four free negroes, 
who came down aa deck hands on the tow-boat 
Kellogg, but were afraid to go below, were arrest- 
ed in Jeffersonville on Sat unlay and brought be- 
fore Esquire Johnson, on the charge of violating 
the law in regard to free negroes coming into the 
State, and were fined $10 each, which they were 
unable to pay, and were kent to the county jail. 

Killed nv Accident.— Mr. W. J. Gilmore, a 
young student, was shot and killed by accident 
in New Orleans on Wednesday laat. The accident 
waa caused by the discharge of a pistol which fell 
from the pocket of a man named Garvin. Mr. 
Gilmore was from Attakapas. 

— The Charles- 
ton correspondent of the Richmond Dispatch con- 
firma the report that Maj.vr Anderson waa lying 
ill at Fort Sumter, on the 17th inst. His disease 
ia pneumonia, and Dr. Robertson, of Charleston, 
waa attending him.

It were idle undertaking to transmit, or at- 
tempt to discroilit, the multiform rumors living 
about in relation to this matter. Suffice it lo 
say, the following is ihe true reason of the 
change of programme, aa derived from an au- 
thentic and reliable aource: Gen. Scott, who baa 
had some of the moat experienced and vigilant 
detectives in Baltimore employed of late, was ap- 
prised bv them of a matured conspiracy to assas- 
sinate i\r. Lino In on the arrival of himself and 
suite in that city. The detective said he procur- 
ed his knowledge by j iiting various associations 
of the dangerous and lawless classes which infest 
Baltimore, and, aa a memtier of the same, he be- 
came possessed of the design and the details ar- 
ranged for its execution. He arrived in Wash 
ington some few daya since, and it waa then that 
Gen Scott matured the rcheme of bringing in 
the President incoonito. Senator Seward, and' a 
few other confidential persons, alone were appris- 
ed of the design. Nothing could have Iwen more 
adroitly planned or more successfully executed. 

At about 10 A. M. Senator Seward look Mr. 
Lincoln in a carriage to the Presidents House, 
where the Cabinet was in full session. It ia said 
that Mr. Buchanan was greatly surprised at see 
ing Mr. Lincoln's card, and receives! him in his 
private room, and a-fter a few moments pleasant 
conversation look him into Cabinet aession, and 
introduced him to his official advisers. 

The Cabinet contest is waxing hot, but with no 
aymptoms yet of coming to a head. Lincoln haa 
been in consultation most of the day, with Con- 
gressmen whom be sent for. Among others, were 
Wade, Corwin, and Sherman. 

The Cameron interest is extraordinarily strong 
and persevering. The whole Pennsylvania prog- 
ress of Mr. Lincoln — Pittsburg. Harrisburg, and 
the rest — is said to have been a Cameron ovation. 
Mr. Lincoln is fully rested and in good health and 
spirits. 

The Peace Congress last ni^ht admitted Kansas 
Commissioners — Adams and Conway. 

A telegram to-dav. announcing tho arrival of 
President Jefferson Davis at Charleston, stariled 
Mr. Buchanan, but John Tyler says the ini-sion 
of Davis is to prevent a possible attack upon Fort 
Sumter. 

All opinions and Southern authorities here con- 
verge in the idea that Lincoln's inaugural will be 
pacific, and that no coercion will be attempted if 
the forts are not attacked, nor will other Southern 
States secede. If otherwise (that is, if there 
should be coercion), both events will be immedi- 
ately precipitated. 

The Peace Conference last night adopted a sub- 
stitute for Guthrie's proposition, by a large ma- 
jority, providing substantially that emigrants 
with slaves shall not be excluded from the Terri- 
tory, and that the status of slaves shall be deter- 
mined by the Federal Courts according to the 
common law, and not according to the law of 
States whence they camo. This leaves a Ineip 
hole for anti-slavery decisions of the Federal 
Courts where there are Republican Judges. But 
thia vote ia not final, aa Republican States voted 
for it, to kill Guthrie's proposition. Five South- 
ern States voted against the proposition passed. 

The taking the government loan at more favor- 
able rates than anticipated by Secretary Dix in- 
spires confidence that the new i;su-i of Treasury 
notes will secure all the money the government

It is thought that King will undoubtidly lie 
continued in office under the new administratior, 
aa Aa istant Postmaster Gemral. The President 
has signed the bill appropriating twelve hundred 
thousand dollars for building aeven war steamers. 
£By telegraph t? the Cincinnati (Jaz* ttc.J 
Mr. Lincoln did receive sufficient evidence that 
Attempts would be made tc-deatroy bis life, which 
were so well planned that they would have been 
successful. On Thursday night, at Harrisburg. 
he gave an audience to gentlemen, which elicited 
the fact that an organized bodv of men had de- 
termined that he should i.ot be inaugurated, and 
that he should never leave the city of Baltimore 
live, if indeed he ever entered. This informat- 
ion was of ao authentic a character that Mr. Lin- 
coln, on conaulting with hi« frienda and family, 
termined to foil these attetnpLs. Col. Sumner 
remonstrated and opposed such a Course in the 
erv face of General Scott s telegrams to the 
contrary. 

The plan agreed on by the conspirators wat to 
brow the train off the track, and if that failed, 
o rawe a riot in Baltimore and assassinate him. 
Gen Scott's despatch, sent from here on Friday 
at 2 P. M. to Mr. Lincoln, fully confirm tho inti- 
mations that he was aware of this fiendish plot, 
as well as the President elect; but the latter 's 
arrival hero was so successfully and privately 
managed that alt danger will MOfl be past. 
Possibly the President's allusion at Philadel- 
bia to assassination, and to the possibility of hia 
never being inaugurated, when be said that he 

ould rather tie assassinated than yield the prin 
ciples of the Declaration of Independence, may 
have been cauaed by this information. 

The proportion of Mr. Chase,of Ohio, before the 
Peace Congress, telegraphed yesterday waa up, 
but was not voted on. 

Mr. Wilmot, of Pennsylvania, has offered a 
provision that Congress shall provide by law that 
he United States shall make full oomj ensation to 
he citizens of any State, who, in any other 
State, shall suffer bv reason of the violence of a 
mob, in his person or property. 

Mr. Tuck, of New Hampshire, has offered a 
proposition for calling a Nitional Convention. 

Mr. Johnson, of Mi^ouri, has offered a proposi- 
tion against the coercion of any St te 

Mr. Hitchcock, of Ohio, has offered a proposi- 
tion amending the sections of the Constitution, 
relating to the rendition of fugitive slaves, but 
nothing definite waa accomplished yeaterday.

A recent speech of Lincoln at Independence 
Hall, embodying sentiments which have been 
construed into an admission of negro equality, is 
supposed to have more particularly tended to in- 
flame Ihe Southern mind and is said to have cre- 
ated an universal excitement at Baltimore and 
throughout the South.

2/ re nun or Hamburg Mads. — The eiuule rate of 
letter postage between the I'nbed States and the 
Kingdom oi Sardinia, via Bremen or Hamburg 
in it-. h«» been reduced from thirty to twenty- 
three cents, p epayrr.ent being optional, as hereto- 
fore. This reduced rate of twenty three cents is 
the result of a reduction of the Sardinian and 
8wi s postage upon American correspondence con- 
veved by the Bremen or Hamburg mails, and 
goes into i p-raiion immediately. The newspaper

This, 
however, does not include any Sardinian postage, 
hut is the United States, Herman, and Swiss 
postage only.
